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Continuation of 3. NOTE: With respect to the limitation inserted into Claim 1 ("the at least two"), the examiner notes that this will require 
further search and/or consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding claim 1 that "Mes 
does not disclose or suggest anything with regard to arbitrating commands needed to be sent for specific instructions" has been considered 
but does not address a specific limitation in claim 1. 

Applicant's argument that "Mes fails to teach or suggests "commands" as recited in claim 1" has been considered, but the scope of the 
"commands" has been changed with the newly added limitation of "at least two" and requires further search and/or consideration. 

Applicant's argument that Zuravleff does not suggest "that the commands are prioritized on a static basis and further that a dynamic 
prioritizing scheme is used for the channels, which transmit the commands" has been considered, but Zuravleff is not alleged by the 
examiner to teach these limitations. 

Applicant's argument that "the combination of Mes and Zuravleffs computer executable commands are different from Applicants' claim 1 
and are not applicable to the Applicants' claimed invention" has been considered, but the scope of the "commands" has been changed with 
the newly added limitation of "at least two" and requires further search and/or consideration. 

Applicant's argument that the Office Action "simply puts forth a conclusory statement" regarding the combination of Mes and Zuravleff has 
been considered but is not persuasive. The examiner maintains that the benefit of adding "precharge" and "activate" commands (as in 
Zuravleff) would benefit the device of Mes since the precharge and activate commands help the RAM accomplish other tasks, and that this 
motivation satisfies "a reason that would have prompted a person of ordinary skill in the relevant field to combine the elements". 
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
